POLICY AND OTHER DEVELOPMENTS 


On February 12, 1980, during the course of the federal election campaign, the Right Honourable P.E. Trudeau, speaking 
as Leader of the Liberal Party, outlined proposals to broaden and strengthen the Foreign Investment Review Act. These 
included: a periodic performance review of large foreign firms; publication of large foreign takeover bids; and financial 
assistance to Canadian companies wishing to compete against foreign takeovers or repatriate foreign ownership of assets. 


On March 3, 1980, the Honourable Herb Gray was appointed Minister of Industry, Trade and Commerce and consequently 
became the Minister responsible for the administration of the Foreign Investment Review Act. 


REVIEW ACTIVITIES 


Applications 


The number of reviewable applications received in the first quarter of 1980 (193) was greater than that of the 
previous quarter (183). This increase is due entirely to the higher number of new-business proposals which rose from 91 to 101. 


Of the 92 acquisition applications, only 44 were from U.S. investors. This latter figure is substantially below the 
level of other recent quarters. There was, however, an increase in applications from U.K. and other West European investors (to 
20 and 21 respectively). As usual, Ontario led with 53 cases, followed by Quebec (14), British Columbia (10) and Alberta (9). 
Well over half of the cases (52) concerned the service sector, whereas manufacturing and resource industries drew considerably 
fewer cases, 36 and 4 respectively. A majority of the projected acquirees had assets of less than $2 million and most employed 
fewer than 100 employees. 


About two-thirds of the 101 new-business applications were from the United States (66), while 7 were from the United 
Kingdom, 23 from the rest of Western Europe and 5 from elsewhere. Ontario was the province most frequently involved (54 cases), 
followed by Alberta and British Columbia (15 each), and Quebec (12). With 61 cases, the service sector again drew the most 
cases, with manufacturing and resources following quite far behind (26 and 14 cases respectively). Over 80 percent of the cases 
involved planned investments of less than $1 million and over 90 percent of the proposed new businesses were to employ fewer 
than 100 employees. Nevertheless the total value of proposed investments rose substantially in this quarter, largely as a 
result of several applications involving investments of over $10 million. 


Resolved Cases 


The number of resolved cases dipped to 212 in the first quarter compared to the 227 of the last quarter of 1979. 
Just over 87 percent of the cases were allowed, 8 percent disallowed and the others withdrawn by the applicants prior to a 
decision being made. 


The number of resolved acquisition cases decreased from 113 in the last quarter of 1979 to 100 in the first quarter 
of 1980. Of these, 88 were allowed, 7 disallowed and 5 withdrawn prior to a decision being made. 


One allowed acquisition proposal which, with the permission of the applicant, was described in some detail in the 
news release of January 28, 1980 was the acquisition by Phillips Cables Limited of NT Cable, the power cable business of 
Northern Telecom Canada Limited, and of the ITT Wire & Cable Division of ITT Industries of Canada Ltd. Both NT Cable and ITT 
Cable manufacture and distribute copper electrical building wire and cable and power cable products. Phillips Cables, which is 
controlled by BICC Limited of the United Kingdom, saw its first proposal disallowed in December 1979, having failed to show 
Significant benefit to Canada. The applicant revised its application and offered a number of new and improved undertakings 
including significant expenditures on new equipment and capital improvements, job creation, increased exports, import 
replacement and research and development. Specifically, Phillips Cables will spend $5 million on new equipment and capital 
improvements, in addition to expenditures required for relocating NT Cable's machinery and equipment from Lachine to the ITT 
Cable plant in St. Jerome. As a result of these expenditures, Phillips sales volume is expected to increase substantially, 
resulting in the creation of about 150 jobs over the next five years. Phillips Cables will more than double the value of its 
exports and will substitute Canadian-made goods for approximately $1 million worth of products which ITT Cable currently 
imports. Phillips undertook to offer employment to all ITT Cable employees. Northern Telecom retained responsibility for 
placement of its NT Cable employees. Phillips also undertook to spend over $1 million a year on research and development, a 
figure which is more than double the value of current R&D expenditures. The applicant further undertook to provide for 
meaningful Canadian participation in its equity, direction and management. One factor which makes this transaction even more 
beneficial is that Northern Telecom fully intended to withdraw from the electrical building wire and cable business, 
irrespective of the Government's ultimate decision. Another factor worth noting is that, given the current overcapacity in this 
particular industry, the Phillips Cables transaction will contribute to a more orderly restructuring of the industry in Canada 
than would otherwise occur. 


At 112, the number of resolved new-business cases changed very little from that recorded for the last quarter of 
1979. Of these 98 were allowed, 11 disallowed and 3 withdrawn prior to a decision being made. 


A new-business case which was described in a news release of March 18, 1980 concerned a proposed investment by Avco 
Canadian Engineering Limited, a wholly-owned subsidiary of Avco Corporation of the United States. The proposed new-business, to 
be located in Brampton (Ontario), will perform mechanical design work for the aerospace, transportation, marine and farm 
equipment industries, as well as the design of jigs and tools for industry in general. The transaction was judged to be 
beneficial in terms of job creation, new investment, use of Canadian parts and services, additional exports, Canadian 
participation, enhanced technological development and innovation. Among other things, Avco undertook to establish, within 60 
days of the allowance of the proposal, a manpower plan in consultation with the appropriate Canada manpower centre. The 


significance of this undertaking is that it will ensure maximum opportunities for Canadians who are not now working in the 
aerospace industry, but who would like to be. Another undertaking, which has wide-ranging implications, is that Avco will award 
to Canadian manufacturers approximately 50 percent of all manufacturing which is generated by development work of the new 
business and which is under its control. A third published undertaking concerns Canadian equity participation in the new 
business. Subject to certain specified conditions, Avco undertook to sell, within five years of the allowance of the proposal, 
a significant portion of its equity ownership of the business to Canadian residents. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


Opinions. During the first quarter the Minister gave four opinions on eligibility under Section 4(1) of the Act. Three 
involved the renewal of opinions given in previous years to Alcan Aluminum Limited, Dome Mines Limited and Dome Petroleum 
Limited, that they were considered to be eligible persons within the meaning of the Act. A fourth company, Nu-West Group 
Limited, was given a Similar opinion for the first time. 


Surveillance. The Act authorizes the Minister to require non-Canadians who are proposing to make, or have made, a reviewable 
investment to file the prescribed notice with the Agency. Under its program of surveillance the Agency monitors news media 
reports of mergers, acquisitions and the establishment of new businesses. Unsolicited information is also received from 
individuals and companies. Detailed investigations of such reports are carried out as necessary. 


During the first quarter of 1980, surveillance activity led to the initiation of 40 detailed investigations as a 
result of which six notices were filed under the Act. 


Enforcement. Following procedures which have been established to monitor, at annual intervals, the implementation of plans and 
undertakings provided by investors whose applications were allowed, 274 cases were monitored for compliance in this quarter. 
Special investigations and on-site inspections were undertaken in a number of cases. 


Legal proceedings. On March 31, 1980, the Federal Court granted an indefinite extension of the injunction against Central 
Cartage Co. of Sterling Heights, Michigan and Fallbridge Holdings Limited of Toronto. The Order of the Federal Court had been 
made initially on June 19, 1979, enjoining Central Cartage and Fallbridge from, among other things, taking certain actions in 
relation to the corporations owning the Ambassador Bridge connecting Detroit and Windsor.

POLICY AND OTHER DEVELOPMENTS 


Proposals related to FIRA, which were outlined during the federal 
election campaign in February, were reiterated in the Speech from the Throne 
on April 14, 1980, as follows: 


"The Foreign Investment Review Act will be amended to provide for 
performance reviews of how large foreign firms are meeting the test 
of bringing substantial benefits to Canada. As well, amendments will 
be introduced to ensure that major acquisition proposals by foreign 
companies will be publicized prior to a government decision on their 
acceptability. The Government will assist Canadian companies wishing 
to repatriate assets or to bid for ownership or control of companies 
subject to takeover offers by non-Canadians." 


In a speech which he delivered in Montreal on June 3, the Honourable Herb Gray 
emphasized that the proposed measures must be seen as part of the Government's 
general industrial policy, which is summarized in the following five points: 
1) to capitalize on Canada's energy base in order to build a world competitive 
industrial sector; 2) to ensure that the Federal Government is an active 
player in industrial development rather than just a passive referee; 3) to 
strengthen Canada's research and technology capacity; 4) to encourage 
independent Canadian enterprise; and 5) to expand Canadian control of the 
economy while increasing the benefits for Canadians from the foreign 
investment already here. The Minister underlined the positive objectives of 
the measures, which are designed to strengthen Canadian participation in the 
economy and improve the overall capacity of the economy to grow and bring 
benefits to Canadians. 


REVIEW ACTIVITIES 


Applications 


The number of reviewable applications received in the second quarter 
of 1980 (185) was slightly lower than in the first quarter (193). This 
decrease was shared almost equally by acquisition cases (92 to 87) and 
new-business cases (101 to 98). 


Of the 87 acquisition applications, 57 were from U.S. investors. 
The U.S. share thus returned to its usual level, after having dipped 
temporarily in the first quarter when it accounted for only 44 of the 92 
applications. At the same time, U.K. applications decreased by half (20 to 
10) and other West European applications also decreased (21 to 13). Ontario 
again led with 45 cases, followed by Alberta (14), British Columbia (13) and 
Quebec (11). The service sector accounted for over half the cases (47), 
whereas manufacturing and resources drew 35 and 5 applications, respectively. 
A majority of the projected acquiree businesses had assets of less than $2 
million and most employed fewer than 100 employees. 


Less than half the new-business applications were from U.S. investors 
(48). This is only the second time since the first quarter of 1979 that the 
U.S. share has dipped below 50 percent. The number of cases from the United 
Kingdom remained the same (7), while that of other West European countries 
rose considerably (23 to 34). It is interesting to note that Switzerland had 
the largest single share of European cases for the second consecutive 
quarter. Ontario was involved in over 60 percent of the cases (63 cases), 
considerably more than Alberta (13), Quebec (9) and British Columbia (6). 
Services had the largest share of cases (56), followed by manufacturing (34) 
and resources (8). Over 80 percent of the cases involved planned investments 
of less than $1 million and over 90 percent involved fewer than 100 employees. 


Resolved cases 


The number of resolved cases in the second quarter (153) was 
considerably lower than that of the first quarter (211). This was the second 
consecutive drop in the number of resolved cases and was a record low for the 
six quarters covered thus far by the tables in the quarterly report. The 
previous lowest figure (159) was recorded in the first quarter of 1979. About 
82 percent of the cases were allowed, almost 10 percent disallowed and the 
others withdrawn by the applicants prior to a decision being made. 


The number of resolved acquisition cases fell from 99 in the first 
quarter to 83 in the second. Of these, 63 cases (76 percent) were allowed, 12 
cases (14 percent) disallowed and 8 (10 percent) withdrawn by the applicants 
prior to a decision being made. 


The number of resolved new-business cases (70) was the lowest 
recorded since the first quarter of 1979 (75 cases). Of the 70 cases, 62 
(89 percent) were allowed, 3 (4 percent) disallowed and 5 (7 percent) 
withdrawn by the applicants prior to a decision being made. 


One allowed acquisition proposal which, with the permission of the 
applicant, was described in some considerable detail in the June 20, 1980 news 
release was the acquisition by United Technologies Corporation of Hartford 
Connecticut of Carrier Air Conditioning (Canada) Limited, Carrier Air 
Conditioning Distributors Co. Ltd., Inmont Canada Ltd. and Inmont Presstite 
Ltd. Carrier Manufacturing manufactures air conditioning equipment which it 
markets through Carrier Distribution. Both are located in Bramalea 
(Ontario). Inmont of Brampton (Ontario) manufactures printing inks and 
automobile paints, and Inmont Presstite of Georgetown (Ontario) manufactures 
industrial sealants. 


The Government allowed the proposal because it provided a number of 
meaningful benefits. Substantial capital expenditures for plant and equipment 
and the rationalization of production in Canada of a number of product lines 
are likely to lead to increased exports, new jobs, improved plant productivity 
and enhanced industrial efficiency. Also improved will be the level of 
Canadian participation in the direction and management of the Canadian 
businesses being acquired. A key economic benefit is an undertaking by United 
Technologies to increase research and development spending in Canada, in 


particular to center in Canada the design and manufacture of several new air 
conditioning and related products for sale in the North American market. 
United Technologies expects that, between 1980 and 1985, aggregate R&D 
expenditures by all its Canadian subsidiaries will exceed $300 million. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


Opinions. During the second quarter the Minister gave five opinions on 
eligibility under Section 4(1) of the Act. Four involved the renewal of 
opinions given in previous years to the Big "0" Drain Tile Co. Ltd., 
Fairweather Gas Ltd., Maritime Agencies Ltd., and Ranger Oil Canada Ltd., that 
they were considered to be eligible persons within the meaning of the Act. A 
fifth company, Fallbridge Holdings Ltd., was given an eligibility opinion for 
the first time. 


Surveillance. The Act authorizes the Minister to require non-Canadians who 
are proposing to make or have made, a reviewable investment to file the 
prescribed notice with the Agency. Under its program of surveillance the 
Agency monitors news media reports of mergers, acquisitions and the 
establishment of new businesses. Unsolicited information is also received 
from individuals and companies. Detailed investigations of such reports are 
carried out as necessary. 


During the second quarter of 1980, surveillance activity led to the 
initiation of 44 detailed investigations as a result of which 5 notices were 
filed under the Act. 


Enforcement. Following procedures which have been established to monitor, at 
annual intervals, the implementation of plans and undertakings provided by 
investors whose applications were allowed, 480 cases were monitored for 
compliance in the second quarter. This is a significant figure because, by 
itself, the number of cases monitored in the second quarter constitutes 

15.5 percent of all the cases monitored since the Agency began operations on 
April 9, 1974. Approximately 92 percent of the the 480 cases were being 
monitored for the first or second time and only 8 percent for the third, 
fourth or fifth time. This statistic clearly presages a sharp increase in 
monitoring activity over the next few years. 


Legal proceedings. A significant legal case, involving the applicability of 
the Foreign Investment Review Act to an indirect acquisition was ruled on in 
the Trial Division of the Federal Court of Canada on June 10, 1980. 


Indirect acquisitions are those in which control of a Canadian 
business is acquired through the acquisition of control of the foreign parent 
of the Canadian firm. The transaction in question arose out of the 1975 


merger of Richard D. Irwin, Inc., the parent of Irwin Dorsey Limited of 
Georgetown (Ontario), into R.D.I. Inc., a wholly-owned subsidiary of Dow Jones 
& Company, Inc. Twice the Government disallowed the resulting acquisition by 
Dow Jones of Irwin Dorsey: the first time in November 1976 and the second in 
December 1978. Dow Jones had filed both applications subject to its right to 
contest the Agency's jurisdiction. 


One of the bases upon which Dow Jones formally contested the 
jurisdiction of the Agency was that it would be improper because it would 
constitute an extraterritorial application of the Act. The Government argued 
that the Act was being applied only to the acquisition of the Canadian 
business, that is that of Irwin Dorsey, as opposed to the (American) business 
carried on by Richard D. Irwin, Inc. Dow Jones and the Government agreed to 
seek a judicial resolution of the impasse and the ruling in the Government's 
favour was to the effect that the Act was applicable to the acquisition by Dow 
Jones of Irwin Dorsey. Dow Jones has until early September to decide whether 
or not to appeal the Court's decision.

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REVIEW ACTIVITIES 


Applications 


The Agency received 15 fewer reviewable applications in the third 
quarter (170), as a result of a considerable decrease in the number of 
acquisition applications. 


Acquisitions 


Over 62 percent of the acquisition applications were from the 
United States, 19 percent from the United Kingdom and 16 percent from other 
countries of Western Europe. While Ontario remained the province involved in 
the largest number of cases, Quebec was the only province to experience a 
significant increase, whereas British Columbia and Alberta were involved in 
fewer cases than in the second quarter. For the first time since the fourth 
quarter of 1979, manufacturing accounted for the greatest number of cases, 
whereas services recorded its lowest number since the first quarter of 1979. 
Another departure from the norm was that the majority of projected acquirees 
in the third quarter of 1980 had assets of more than $2 million. On the other 
hand, one aspect of projected acquiree businesses that did not change was that 
most employed fewer than 100 employees. 


New businesses 


As was the case in acquisitions, the United States accounted for over 
half the new-business applications. In spite of a slight decrease, Ontario 
still drew over half the cases, whereas Quebec doubled its number and Alberta 
and British Columbia recorded Slight increases. Services accounted for almost 
60 percent of the cases, followed by manufacturing and resources in that 
order. Typical applications involved small businesses, 74 percent projecting 
investments of less than $1 million and 97 percent a projected employment of 
fewer than 100 employees. 


Resolved Cases 


This was the third consecutive quarter during which the number of 
resolved cases decreased: from 227 in the last quarter of 1979, the number of 
resolved cases fell to 211 in the first quarter of 1980, 153 in the second 
quarter and 117 in the third. Slightly over 79 percent of the cases in the 
third quarter were allowed and over 10 percent disallowed. The others were 
withdrawn by applicants before a decision had been made. 


Acquisitions 


The number of resolved acquisition cases decreased from 83 in the 
second quarter to 52 in the third. Of these, 73 percent were allowed, over 
13 percent disallowed and the rest withdrawn by applicants prior to a decision 
being made. 


Two allowed acquisition proposals submitted by Allegheny Ludlum 
Industries Inc. of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, and LTV Corporation of Dallas, 
Texas, were described in some detail with the applicants’ permission in press 
releases issued in August and September. The first was for the acquisition by 
Allegheny Ludlum of the businesses carried on by Chemetron of Canada, Limited 
and Chemetron Holdings Limited of Ridgetown, Ontario, both wholly-owned by 
Chemetron Corporation of the U.S.A. The second proposal was for the 
acquisition of control by LTV of Continental-Emsco Company Limited of Calgary, 
whose previous ultimate controller was Lykes Corporation of the United 
States. Both proposals were second applications by the applicant, which the 
Government allowed because of new and improved commitments which were likely 
to bring significant benefits to Canada. 


In the Chemetron acquisition, Allegheny Ludlum undertook to make one 
of Chemetron's Divisions the sole North American facility for the design, 
manufacture and marketing of special testers and fittings used in oil and gas 
pipelines and other industrial applications. This undertaking is expected to 
increase exports (eventually to 65 percent of total sales), employment and use 
of Canadian manufactured components, and will require the establishment of an 
on-going research and development program. 


The Continental-Emsco acquisition was allowed on the basis of key 
criteria such as Canadian participation in management and equity, the sourcing 
of goods and services in Canada, and import replacement. LTV Corporation 
undertook to establish a 67-percent Canadian-owned company to manufacture oil 
gathering equipment which hitherto has been imported. It will purchase from 
Canadian sources, when available at competitive prices, any oil field supplies 
and tubular products, whether or not such goods are manufactured by its parent 
or associates outside Canada. In addition, LTV Corporation will ensure that 
Continental-Emsco becomes a highly autonomous, self-managed company, with 
greatly increased authority and responsibility to conduct all aspects of the 
business and with its own data processing capability. The applicant also 
undertook to offer 20 percent of the equity in Continental-Emsco to Canadians 
within two years. 


New businesses 


The number of resolved new-business cases remained about the same in 
the third quarter as in the second. Of the 65 cases, approximately 84 percent 
were allowed, 8 percent disallowed and the rest withdrawn by the applicant 
before a decision had been made. 


One of the allowed new-business cases, which was described in a press 
release issued on September 3, was a proposal by Northwest Exploration 
Company, which is wholly-owned by Northwest Energy Company of the 
United States, to establish a new business in Calgary to explore for, develop 
and produce oi] and gas. Northwest Exploration undertook to restrict the 
activities of the company to exploration, and the development and production 
of reserves found as a result of that exploration, and not to acquire proven 
reserves. Another important undertaking is that the applicant will carry out 
its first exploration project through a joint venture with two Canadian 
companies, which, together, would own 50 percent of the venture. Northwest 
Exploration has undertaken to give preference to Canadians in any other joint 
ventures which it may form in the future. Yet another Canadian ownership 
undertaking is the applicant's commitment to make available to Canadians, by 
way of an orderly distribution over a five-year period, at least 30 percent of 
the equity in the new company. Other undertakings are to ensure that 
two-thirds of the members of the company's board of directors and a majority 
of its officers will be resident Canadians, that resident Canadians will be 
employed at all levels of the company, subject to availability, and that the 
company will purchase its goods and services from Canadian manufacturers or 
suppliers, when competitively available. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


Opinions. During the third quarter of 1980, the Minister gave three opinions 
on eligibility under Section 4(1) of the Act. One involved the renewal of an 
opinion given previously to the Asamera Oil Corporation, that it was 
considered to be an eligible person within the meaning of the Act. Two other 
companies, Crosbie Bristow Helicopters Ltd. and Reichhold Ltd., were given an 
eligibility opinion for the first time. No Ministerial opinions were given on 
questions of relatedness. 


Surveillance. The Act authorizes the Minister to require non-Canadians who 
are proposing to make or have made a reviewable investment to file the 
prescribed notice with the Agency. Under its program of surveillance, the 
Agency monitors news media reports of mergers, acquisitions and the 
establishment of new businesses. Unsolicited information is also received 
from individuals and companies. Detailed investigations of such reports are 
carried out as necessary. During the third quarter of 1980, surveillance 
acitivity led to the initiation of 52 detailed investigations as a result of 
which 4 notices were filed under the Act. 


Enforcement. Following procedures which have been established to monitor, at 
annual intervals, the implementation of plans and undertakings provided by 
investors whose applications were allowed, 345 cases were monitored for 
compliance in the third quarter. 


Legal proceedings. No legal proceedings were undertaken during the third 
quarter.

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POLICY AND OTHER DEVELOPMENTS 


The National Energy Program, announced by the Government on 
October 28, contains a number of elements that bear upon the assessment (a) of 
new foreign investment proposals in the energy sector and, b) of proposals in 
other sectors by foreign-controlled corporations which are principally engaged 
in the energy sector. Perhaps the most important is that the Canadian 
ownership objective has been defined with greater precision than in the past. 
The Government has set a goal of "at least fifty percent Canadian ownership of 
oil and gas production by the end of this decade" and a further goal of 
“Canadian control of a significant number of the larger oi] and gas firms". 
Canadian ownership of oil and gas production is now around 30 percent and 
Canadians control only 8 of the top 25 oil and gas producing companies in 
Canada. 


The Government's statement on the National Energy Program points out 
that "FIRA will continue to play a key role in ensuring the Government's 
Canadianization goals." This means that the ownership factor in FIRA's review 
of investment proposals in the energy sector will be given even greater weight 
than in the past. It is a further signal to the investment community of what 
will be required if investments are to be allowed to proceed. 


Another of the standard assessment factors set out in the Foreign 
Investment Review Act is the compatibility of an investment with national and 
provincial economic and industrial policies. The new National Energy Program 
represents a statement of Canadian policy for the energy sector which, 
clearly, will have to be taken into account wherever relevant. 


REVIEW ACTIVITES 


Applications 


A strong increase in applications related to the service sector 
brought the total number of reviewable applications to its highest point (186) 
Since the first quarter of 1980. The increase in the fourth quarter reversed 
the trend to successive decreases that emerged in the second and third 
quarters of 1980. 


Acquisitions 


The increase in service sector applications noted above was entirely 
in the field of acquisitions. In the third quarter the service sector share 
of acquisition applications fell below 50 percent, while the manufacturing 


sector accounted for over half the applications. The service sector share 
bounced back to 59 percent in the fourth quarter. This had an effect on the 
average size of the acquirees, the majority of which were once again in the 
small-business class. Though the sector and asset profiles changed, the 
country of origin and provincial profiles did not: the United States remained 
the single most important source of acquisition applications (61 percent) and 
Ontario was again the province most frequently involved (57 percent). Another 
characteristic of acquisition applications that did not change was the 
employment range of acquiree firms, the majority of them employing fewer than 
100 persons. 


New businesses 


The profile of new-business applications hardly changed from the 
third to the fourth quarter. Most applications came from the United States 
(59 percent), involved Ontario (59 percent), were related to the service 
sector (56 percent), concerned small businesses (90 percent) and involved 
fewer than 100 employees (91 percent). The statistical profile varies a few 
percentage points each quarter but, in the main, has been very consistent. 


Resolved cases 


The number of cases resolved (allowed, disallowed or withdrawn) rose 
dramatically in the fourth quarter to 184, 67 more than in the third quarter. 
This reversed the pattern of decreases through the first three quarters of 
1980. Another noteworthy fact is that, at 72 percent, the overall allowance 
rate as a percentage of all cases resolved decreased for the third consecutive 
quarter and was the lowest it has ever been for both acquisitions (65 percent) 
and new businesses (78 percent). 


Acquisitions 


The number of resolved acquisition cases rose sharply from 52 to 92. 
Only 65 percent of the cases were allowed, 11 percent were disallowed and 
21 percent were withdrawn by applicants before a decision had been made. An 
analysis of the cases withdrawn indicates that the unusually large number of 
withdrawals reflects coincidence of timing rather than any substantive 
reason. Several of the cases were withdrawn in anticipation of a decision by 
the Government to disallow the acquisitions. In most cases, however, the 
applications were withdrawn for commercial reasons, including, in several 
instances, successful competing bids from Canadian buyers. 


An October press release described in detail an allowed acquisition 
proposal by Canadian General Electric Company Limited/Compagnie Général 
Electrique du Canada Limitée, which is controlled by The General Electric 


Company of Fairfield, Connecticut. CGE sought to acquire the business carried 
on by the magnet wire division in Guelph of Pirelli Cables Limited of 
St. Jean, Quebec, a firm controlled by Swiss, Italian and U.K. interests. 


CGE's proposal included a number of undertakings of which the 
following were some of the more important: 


- to spend within 5 years approximately $10 million on new production 
machinery ; 


- to spend within 5 years not less than $750,000 on magnet wire 
technology improvements; 


- to offer employment on terms no less favourable than currently 
exist to all of Pirelli's employees engaged in its magnet wire 
division in Guelph; 


- to purchase all material and services from Canadian sources where 
competitive as to price, quality, and delivery; and 


- to treat all potential customers on an equal basis with its own 
manufacturing departments which use magnet wire. 


Employment at the Guelph plant is expected to increase to 205 by 1985 
from its current level of 115. 


In addition, a number of significant indirect benefits are expected 
to result from this transaction that are not part of the acquisition itself. 
For example, Pirelli plans to invest the receipts from this transaction to 
construct a new power cable plant in Eastern Ontario at a cost of 
approximately $12.5 million. Furthermore, Pirelli will likely spend 
$1.2 million on plant improvements to its other facility in Guelph and to its 
Surrey, B.C., plant. As a result of these expenditures the company expects to 
create an additional 150 permanent jobs at its new and existing facilities. 
Pirelli also expects to export some $20 million worth of power cable products, 
between 1982 and 1986, from its new facility. 


Although CGE's decision to phase out its power cable and building 
wire business in Peterborough was unrelated to its acquisition of Pirelli's 
magnet wire business, CGE has implemented a program for any employees affected 
by the acquisition and cessation of power-cable and building-wire 
manufacturing activities. This includes six month's notification of all 
employees likely to be affected, full disclosure of details concerning their 
displacement rights, steps taken by the company to assist them in finding 
alternative employment within CGE or with outside employers, special 
re-training plans available to them, union discussions and the full range of 
benefits available to laid-off employees. 


New businesses 


As was the case with acquisitions, the number of resolved 
new-business cases was much greater in the last quarter than in the third 
quarter (up from 65 to 92) and the allowance rate (72 percent) was below the 
80 percent level for the first time since at least the first quarter of 1979. 


A case that was described in a November press release was the 
establishment of a new business in Belleville, Ontario, by TRW Canada Limited, 
a wholly-owned subsidiary of TRW Inc. of the United States, and by 
Wolf-Dieter Klink, a citizen of the Federal Republic of Germany. The new 
business will manufacture passive occupant restraint systems, primarily for 
export to Volkswagen of America Inc. The applicants undertook, among other 
things, that quality control and testing facilities would be maintained in 
Canada, that key Canadian management personnel would be trained in Germany and 
that the new business would be managed by Canadians. A number of other key 
commitments were made by the applicants. They have undertaken to construct a 
22,500 square foot manufacturing facility in Belleville, using Canadian 
contractors, and to invest approximately $1.5 million in equipment and 
machinery for the new plant. They have also undertaken to create 72 jobs 
within two years and to purchase at least 80 percent of the required 
materials, parts and components from Canadian sources. Of interest, too, is 
the undertaking actively to seek contracts with European automobile 
manufacturers for restraint systems for inclusion in those automobiles 
destined for the North American market. 


In the press release announcing the decision, it was noted that the 
applicants chose to locate the new business in Canada in spite of attractive 
incentives from the United States and Mexico. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


Opinions. During the fourth quarter of 1980, the Minister gave two 
aligibiTity opinions and two relatedness opinions. One eligibility opinion 
was given to Brinco Limited, that it was considered to be an eligible person 
within the meaning of the Act, and the other involved the renewal of an 
opinion given to Lanover Products Inc. to the same effect. 


nan Two other opinions were given on relatedness. Cargill Grain Company , 
Limited and Rio Algom Limited received opinions that their projected 
investments were related to their existing businesses and thus not subject to 
review. 


Surveillance. During the fourth quarter surveillance activity led to the 
Initiation of 45 detailed investigations as a result of which 5 notices were 
filed under the Act. 


Enforcement. In accordance with established procedures for monitoring, at 
intervals, the implementation of plans and undertakings provided by investors 
whose applications have been allowed, 342 cases were monitored for compliance 
in the fourth quarter. 


Legal proceedings. No legal proceedings were initiated during the fourth 
quarter.

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REVIEW ACTIVITIES 


Applications 


January to March 1981 was the second consecutive quarter during which 
the number of reviewable applications increased. The slight rise (185 to 189) 
was due principally to new-business applications related to the service sector. 


Acquisitions 


Overall, the number of reviewable acquisition applications decreased 
slightly (87 to 85). The primary sector was the only sector in which 
acquisition activity increased. The total value of acquiree assets dropped by 
over $400 million in the first quarter of 1981. The service sector drew 55 
percent of the applications, whereas manufacturing drew 37 percent, shares 
that were roughly equivalent to those of the previous quarter. The United 
States remained the single most important source of acquisition applications 
(67 percent) and Ontario the province most frequently involved (52 percent). 
The majority of cases involved assets of less than $2 million (71 percent) and 
businesses that employed fewer than 100 employees (91 percent). 


New businesses 


The number of new-business applications has varied very little since 
the first quarter of 1979, averaging around the century mark. The first 
quarter of 1981 was no exception, the number of cases (104) rising slightly 
over what it was in the previous quarter (98). The service sector attracted 
the lion's share of applications (63 percent), as did Ontario (62 percent). 
The United States was the source of approximately 52 percent of the 
applications, the majority of which involved small businesses with assets of 
less than $2 million and fewer than 100 employees. 


Resolved cases 


The number of resolved cases (allowed, disallowed and withdrawn) 
dropped sharply in the first quarter of 1981 to 130 compared with 185 in the 
last quarter of 1980. The decrease (55) was almost evenly split between 
acquisitions and new businesses. 


Of the 130 cases, 75 percent were allowed, 13 percent disallowed and 
12 percent withdrawn by applicants before a decision was made. It is worth 
noting that the allowance rate for new-business cases decreased for the third 
consecutive quarter to 67 percent, an all-time low. 


Acquisitions 


At 64, the number of resolved acquisition cases was one of the lowest 
since the first quarter of 1979, the lowest number having been recorded in 
the third quarter of 1980 (52 cases). The allowance rate rose to 84 percent 
in the first quarter of this year after having dropped in the last quarter of 
1980 to its lowest level (65 percent). Ten percent of the cases were 
disallowed and 6 percent withdrawn by the applicants prior to a decision being 
made. Thus, the rate of withdrawals, which was exceptionally high in the 
previous quarter (21 percent), returned to more normal levels. 


A March press release described in detail an allowed acquisition 
proposal by White Farm Industries Inc. of Dallas, Texas and Linamar Machine 
Limited of Ariss, Ontario to acquire control of the White Farm Equipment 
Division of the White Motor Corporation of Canada Limited. 


An important feature of the proposal was that, as a result of the 
transaction, the White Farm Equipment Division will be more than 50 percent 
Canadian-owned, whereas previously it was 100 percent foreign-owned. The 
joint venture will reactivate the combine manufacturing facilities located in 
Brantford, Ontario, which have been shut down since August 1980. In addition 
to retaining 180 people who are still employed, at least 500 workers will be 
recalled during the next four months with the possibility of 100 to 300 more 
by August if the plant is in full production. By mid-1982, when the facility 
is expected to be operating at full capacity, it is intended that 1,100 
persons would be employed. The tems and conditions of all offers of 
employment are being negotiated with employees or their bargaining agents, 
where applicable. 


The existing Canadian dealer networks of White Farm Equipment 
Division will be maintained and a dealer and distribution agreement will be 
offered to each dealer which provides for the sale of both combines and 
tractors. The tractors will be obtained from White Farm Equipment Company of 
Charles City, Iowa, an affiliate of White Farm Industries, Inc., which, in 
turn, will distribute the Canadian-produced combines through its dealer 
network in the United States. It is likely that, as a result of this 
arrangement, 50 percent of the production of the Brantford plant will be 
exported. 


It is also worth noting that the Brantford facilities of White Farm 
Equipment, which support the combine manufacturing operations, will be 
maintained and will continue to be the centre for the development, manufacture 
and marketing world-wide of grain harvesting equipment. 


Closely related to this case was the purchase of the Truck Division 
in Kelowna, B.C., by a consortium of Canadian-owned companies, including Bow 
Valley Resource Services Ltd. and Nova, an Alberta Corporation. This 
transaction, which of course is not reviewable under the Act, is expected to 
restore production and employment at the Kelowna plant, which had been 
substantially reduced. 


Another proposal that was allowed in March involved the acquisition 
of the Brevel Motor Division of McGraw-Edison Limited of Scarborough, Ontario, 
by Brevel Motors of Canada Ltd., which is wholly-owned by Vernitron 
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Corporation of the United States. Brevel Motor Division manufactures and 
markets a range of electric motors and gearmotors. The applicant undertook to 
conduct feasibility studies to determine whether it would be economical to 
manufacture additional electromechanical products in Canada and the 
possibility of giving a product mandate to Brevel Canada for the North 
American market. Depending on the results of the studies, the applicant will 
cause Brevel Canada to increase its research and development activity in 
Canada. In support of any new products identified as commercially feasible, 
Brevel Canada will spend, during the first 5 years following allowance, the 
aggregate of not less than 2 percent of the gross sales of such products in 
addition to its existing research and development activity. The applicant 
also undertook to source goods, services and inventory required by Brevel 
Canada in Canada, subject to competitive availability, and to give full 
consideration to any bids or offers received from Canadian manufacturers and 
sources with respect to goods, services and inventory required by Vernitron 
and its affiliates. 


The applicant will also increase the self-sufficiency of Brevel 
Canada's engineering capability and will cause Brevel Canada to work in Canada 
any new patents developed by it or to offer licenses upon reasonable terms. 
The applicant's affiliates will use their marketing organization to promote 
Brevel Canada's products throughout the world and the applicant will cause 
Brevel Canada to undertake a program of export market development during the 5 
years following allowance of the investment at an aggregate cost of not less 
than 1.5 percent of Brevel Canada's gross sales during that period. 


New businesses 


The number of resolved new-business cases fell considerably in the 
first quarter of 1981 to 66 compared with 92 in the last quarter of 1980, as 
did the allowance rate which reached its lowest level ever (almost 67 
percent). Approximately 17 percent of the cases were disallowed. At about 17 
percent, the rate of withdrawals remained at the relatively high level it 
reached in the fourth quarter of 1980. 


A March press release described in detail an allowed new-business 
case involving a proposal by Imperial Continental Gas Alberta Limited, which 
is wholly-owned by Imperial Continental Gas Association of London, England, to 
establish a new business in Calgary, Alberta, to explore for, develop and 
produce oil and gas. Among other things, the applicant undertook to restrict 
the activities of the company to exploration and the development and 
production of reserves formed as a result of that exploration, and not to 
acquire proven reserves. The applicant also undertook that, if it elects to 
carry out its oi] and gas exploration and development activities by 
participating in joint ventures, it will do so exclusively with Canadian- 
controlled partners. Furthermore, the applicant will make available to 
Canadians, within approximately 5 years, 35 percent of the equity in the new 
company. And the new company will ensure that a majority of its senior 
officers will be resident Canadians and will purchase goods and services of 
Canadian manufacture or origin, subject to competitive availability. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


Opinions. During the first quarter of 1981, the Minister gave three 
eligibility opinions to the effect that the applicants were considered to be 
eligible persons within the meaning of the Act. The three applicants 
concerned were Camit Farms Inc., Rhodes-Vaughan Steel (1980) Ltd., and United 
Canso 0i1 & Gas Ltd. 


Surveillance. During the first quarter surveillance activity led to the 
initiation of 56 detailed investigations to determine whether the transactions 
in question were or were not reviewable. As a result 5 notices were filed 
under the Act. 


Enforcement. In accordance with established procedures for monitoring, at 
intervals, the implementation of plans and undertakings provided by investors 
whose applications have been allowed, 277 allowed cases were monitored during 
the first quarter. Twelve disallowed cases were also monitored. 


Legal proceedings. On March 20, 1981, the Federal Court of Appeal dismissed 
an appeal of Dow Jones & Company, Inc. against the decision of a judge of the 
Trial Division that the acquisition by Dow Jones of Irwin Dorsey Limited did 
constitute an acquisition of control within the meaning of the Foreign 
Investment Review Act. Dow Jones has sought leave to appeal the decision to 
the Supreme Court of Canada.* 


NOT ICE 


On March 16, 1981 Statistics Canada released the latest edition 
(1980) of the Standard Industrial Classification (SIC) Manual. The revised 
Manual will affect the application of Guideline 6 of the "Guidelines 
Concerning Related Business" issued under the Foreign Investment Review Act. 


Guideline 6 provides that, for the purposes of the Act, an 
established business and a proposed new business may be considered related if 
both would be classified in any one of a number of industry sectors, as

defined by Statistics Canada in the 1970 edition of the Standard Industrial 
Classification Manual. The Guidelines also provide that: 


"In the event that the classification of a non-eligible person's 
establishment is changed by reason of a revision of the SIC Manual, 
the person may base his case for relatedness on either the 1970 

Manual or the revisions thereto, whichever is most convenient to him." 


Accordingly, for the time being, investors may use either the 1970 
SIC Manual or the 1980 edition in determining whether or not a proposed new 
business would be related within the meaning of Guideline 6. 


Investors are invited to consult the Agency on any difficulties the 
new SIC may pose in applying Guideline 6.

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REVIEW ACTIVITIES 


Applications 


The number of reviewable new cases continued to increase in the 
second quarter reaching 197, compared to 189 in the first quarter. This 
modest increase was mainly attributable to acquisition applications in 
manufacturing and new-business applications in the service sector. 


Acquisitions 


The slight increase in the number of reviewable acquisition 
applications (85 to 88) was entirely attributable to manufacturing, the 
primary and service sectors having drawn fewer applications. The total value 
of acquiree assets increased by $68 million in the second quarter. Though 
manufacturing drew a larger share of applications (45 percent) in the second 
quarter than it did in the first (37 percent), services still accounted for 
over half the applications (53 percent). The United States accounted for the 
largest share of applications (69 percent) and Ontario was the province most 
frequently involved (64 percent). The majority of cases (59 percent) involved 
assets of less than $2 million and businesses that employed fewer than 100 
employees (85 percent). 


New businesses 


The number of new-business applications rose slightly to 109, five 
more than in the first quarter. The service sector attracted 66 percent of 
the cases and Ontario was involved in 57 percent of the applications. The 
United States accounted for almost 60 percent of the applications. Well over 
90 percent of the cases involved small businesses with assets of less than $2 
million and fewer than 100 employees. 


Resolved cases 


Though it was very small, there was another decrease in the number of 
resolved cases (130 to 128). The second quarter number, however, was still 
above the low of 117 recorded in the third quarter of 1980. Acquisitions were 
entirely responsible for the decrease, sliding from 64 in the first quarter to 
49. The number of resolved new-business cases rose from 66 to 79. 


Of the 128 cases, approximately 77 percent were allowed, 10 percent 
disallowed and 13 percent withdrawn by applicants before a decision was made. 
The allowance rate for acquisitions (74 percent) decreased after its 
first-quarter rise to 84 percent, whereas the allowance rate for 
new-businesses (78 percent) increased after a significant decrease in the 
first quarter to a record low of 67 percent. 


Acquisitions 


At 49, the number of resolved acquisition cases was the lowest ever 
reported in the Quarterly Report. Since the first quarter of 1979, the 
previous low (52 cases) was recorded in the third quarter of 1980. The 
allowance rate also decreased from 84 percent to about 75 percent. A larger 
proportion of the cases were disallowed (14 percent) and withdrawn by 
applicants (11 percent). 


An April press release described in detail an allowed acquisition 
proposal by Eaton Corporation of Cleveland (Ohio) to acquire control of 
Cutler-Hammer Canada Limited of Scarborough (Ontario), which manufactures 
electrical and electronic devices and systems for industrial users and 
original equipment manufacturers. 


The transaction is expected to result in increased economic activity 
in terms of capital investment, job creation, exports and Canadian sourcing. 
Within two years, Cutler Canada will expand its plant facilities at a cost of 
approximately $575,000. Cutler Canada will have a world product mandate for 
the manufacture of a series of pneumatic timing relays, the export of which is 
expected to account for 95 percent of total production or $950,000 by the end 
of 1982. Cutler Canada will assign the responsibility for developing exports 
of all its products to a specific member of its staff. In addition, Eaton 
will use its international marketing network to promote the sale of Cutler 
Canada products. 


New businesses 


The number of resolved new-business cases increased in the second 
quarter to 79 after it had fallen considerably in the first quarter to 66. At 
78 percent, the allowance rate was also higher than that of the last quarter, 
which at 67 percent was a record low. Approximately 8 percent of the cases 
were disallowed and , at 14 percent, the rate of withdrawals by applicants 
remained relatively high. 


An April press release described in detail an allowed new-business 
proposal, which may be of some relevance to those foreign investors 
contemplating investments in franchising. This was a proposal by Consul 
Corporation of Mineapolis (Minnesota) to establish a new business in Alberta 
to operate "Chi-Chi's" restaurants, which specialize in Mexican food. 


The applicant gave a number of undertakings in support of its 
proposal. The new business will open one Chi-Chi's restaurant in 1981 and a 
total of 12 within five years, of which at least seven will be owned and 
operated by resident Canadians under license from the new business. The 
applicant will provide organized training programs for all employees of the 
new business and the Canadian licensees and, after the second outlet is 
opened, all training will be done in Canada. Within five years, at least 60 
percent of the voting equity of the new business will be held by resident 
Canadians. All employees and managers and all but one director of the new 
business will be resident Canadians. Another undertaking is to purchase from 
Canadian sources, provided they are competitively available, all materials, 


equipment and supplies required by the new business including, without 
limitation, uniforms, packaging, Signs, stationary, furnishings, fixtures, 
decorator items and foodstuffs, but with the possible exception of tortillas 
and proprietary spices of Chi-Chi's Inc. which are expected to account for 
less than 5 percent of all foodstuffs. The applicant also undertook that 
neither the new business nor any Canadian licensee shall pay to Consul any 
franchise or royalty fees save as specifically provided for in the franchise 
agreement, and that all franchise fees and royalties payable by Canadian 
licensees will be at the same rates payable by the new business and will flow 
directly to Chi-Chi's Inc. without additional payment to Consul or the new 
business. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


Opinions. During the second quarter of 1981, the Minister gave two 
eligibility opinions and one relatedness opinion. Both eligibility opinions 
involved the renewal of earlier opinions to the effect that Bow Valley 
Industries Ltd. and Chieftain Development Co. Ltd. were considered to be 
eligible persons within the meaning of the Act. Glitsch Inc. received an 
opinion that its projected investment was "related" to its existing business 
and thus not subject to review. 


Surveillance. During the second quarter surveillance activity led to the 
initiation of 95 detailed investigations to determine whether the transactions 
in question were or were not reviewable. As a result, 9 notices were filed 
under the Act. 


Enforcement. In accordance with established procedures for monitoring, at 
intervals, the implementation of plans and undertakings provided by investors 
whose applications have been allowed, 297 allowed cases were monitored during 
the second quarter. In addition, 21 disallowed cases were monitored. 


Legal proceedings. On April 9 the Federal Court of Canada, Trial Division, 
dismissed on jurisdictional grounds an application by Central Cartage Co. to 
permit the sale of its shares of The Canadian Transit Company to 

Mr. T.J. Maroun, who has become a permanent resident. By Order dated May Cor 
1981, the Federal Court of Appeal ruled that, if Central Cartage carried out 
its proposal to sell those shares to Mr. Maroun, it would not be in breach of 
an injunction made by the Federal Court against Fallbridge Holdings and 
Central Cartage Co. in 1979 and extended indefinitely on March 31, 1980. The 
injunction enjoined the two companies from, among other things, taking certain 
actions in relation to the corporations owning the Ambassador Bridge 
connecting Detroit and Windsor. The Court declared, however, that its ruling 


was not to be construed in any way as expressing an opinion on whether 
such a transaction was or‘’was not reviewable under the Foreign Investment 
Review Act, or as precluding its review under the Act. 


By order dated May 11, 1981, the Supreme Court of Canada refused to 
allow an application made by Dow Jones & Co. Inc. for leave to appeal the 
March 20, 1981 Order of the Federal Court of Appeal which dismissed Dow Jones" 
Appeal from a decision of the Trial Division, which had held that the 
acquisition by Dow Jones of Irwin Dorsey Limited did constitute an acquisition 
of control within the meaning of the Foreign Investment Review Act. 


Another development during the second quarter was that legal 
proceedings were instituted by the Attorney General for Canada against 
Trio-Kenwood Canada Inc. under subsection 24(2) of the Foreign Investment 
Review Act, which deals with failure to file notice under the Act following a 
demand by the Minister under subsection 8(3). The trial is scheduled to take 
place this fall.

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REVIEW ACTIVITIES 


Applications 


The number of applications received by the Agency decreased to 
181 in the third quarter of 1981 from 197 in the second quarter. This 
decrease was distributed equally between acquisition and new-business 
applications, and was entirely in the manufacturing sector. 


Acquisitions 


The Agency received 80 acquisition applications in the third quarter, 
down from 88 in the second. The highlight of the quarter was the 
unprecedented increase in the total value of assets involved, which rose from 
almost $858 million to more than $6 billion. However, the majority of 
applications involved businesses with assets of less than $2 million 
(63 percent), and fewer than 100 employees (80 percent). The service sector 
attracted 63 percent of the applications, and the manufacturing sector, 

34 percent. More than half of the proposals (51 percent) came from U.S. 
investors, and the same proportion involved investments in Ontario. 


New businesses 


As with acquisitions, the number of new business applications (101) 
fell by eight from the preceding quarter. The United States was again the 
source of the largest number of applications (53 percent), and Ontario was the 
province most often involved. The service sector continued to attract the 
majority of the applications (72 percent). Businesses with assets of less 
than $2 million accounted for 94 percent of the applications, and businesses 
expected to employ fewer than 100 people accounted for 97 percent. 


Resolved cases 


The number of cases resolved in the third quarter rose to 158 from 
128 in the previous quarter, ending the decline registered since the beginning 
of 1981. Of the 158 cases resolved, 118 were allowed, 18 were disallowed, and 
22 were withdrawn by the applicants before a decision was reached. 


Acquisitions 


The number of resolved acquisition cases increased markedly, from 
49 in the second quarter to 74 in the third. During this third quarter 
58 cases were allowed, while 9 were disallowed and 7 were withdrawn by the 
applicants before a decision was reached. 


What follows is an example of an acquisition proposal which was 
allowed by the government and which was described in detail in a news release 
published in September. The proposal was by Paccar of Canada Ltd. of Ottawa, 
a wholly-owned subsidiary of Paccar Inc. of Bellevue, Washington, to acquire 
control of Russell Brothers, Ltd. of Owen Sound, Ontario, a steel-fabricating 
company serving the mining, marine and machinery industry and general 
fabrication sectors. In support of its proposal, the company gave 
undertakings to manufacture in Canada four models of Wagner underground mining 
vehicles and parts for after-market support. During the next three years, 
based on projected sales, the company will nearly double employment at 
Russell, and in the same period will expend a minimum of $250,000 on research 
and development in Canada. Within five years the company will make 
investments in Canada totalling $1.2 million, and within three years will give 
Russell a world product mandate for the vehicles manufactured in Canada. 


New businesses 


The number of resolved new business cases rose to 84 from 79 in the 
previous quarter. Of the 84 cases resolved, 60 were allowed, 9 were 
disallowed, and 15 were withdrawn by the applicant before a decision was 
reached. 


Some of the new business proposals allowed by the government were 
described in detail in news releases published during the quarter. The 
proposal by Apple Computer Inc., of Cupertine, California, for example, 
included undertakings to carry out research and development in Canada and to 
promote compatible Canadian technology. In another example, Fichtel and 
Sachs AG of Schweinfurt, Federal Republic of Germany, which will manufacture 
clutches, McPherson struts and shock absorbers, undertook to invest 
$1.5 million in the new business during the first three years of operation and 
to export approximately 90 percent of its Canadian production. 


A third example is the proposal by Dennison Manufacturing Company of 
Framingham, Massachussets, U.S.A. and Canada Development Corporation (CDG) 204 
Toronto, to establish a new business at Mississauga, Ontario, to design and 
manufacture high speed non-impact printer engines. Initially the CDC will 
invest $5 million in the 50-50 joint venture while Dennison will contribute 
its existing technology and know-how. The new business will immediately 
employ some 75 highly skilled engineers, technicians and other personnel to 
perform research and development work and to develop and manufacture prototype 
printer engines. The joint venture will invest an additional $10 million to 
increase manufacturing capacity to enable the new business to commence 
commercial production in 1982, at which time it is estimated that an 
additional 80 to 100 people will be employed. The printer engine to be 
produced by the new business, which expects to export 90 percent of its 
production, will significantly improve the output capability of data 
processing equipment. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


Opinions. During the third quarter of 1981, the Minister gave four 
eligibility opinions and one relatedness opinion. Two of the eligibility 
opinions involved the renewal of opinions that Hastings West Investment Ltd. 
and Oakwood Petroleums Ltd. are considered to be eligible persons within the 
meaning of the Act. Inter-City Gas Corporation and Kelvin Energy Ltd. 
received similar opinions for the first time. 


Surveillance. During the third quarter, surveillance activity led to 
BF investigations that resulted in the filing of five notices under the Act. 


Enforcement. In accordance with established procedures for regular monitoring 
of the implementation of plans and undertakings provided by investors whose 
applications have been allowed, 231 cases were monitored during the quarter. 
In addition, 13 disallowed cases were monitored. 


Legal proceedings. During the quarter no legal proceedings were begun.

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REVIEW ACTIVITIES 


Applications 


The Agency received 195 applications in the fourth quarter of 1981, 
an increase from 181 in the third quarter. The increase occurred in both 
acquisition and new business applications, and mainly in the manufacturing 
sector. 


Acquisitions 


After a decrease to 80 in the third quarter, the number of 
acquisition applications returned to the second quarter level of 88. Despite 
the increase in the number of applications, however, the total asset value 
declined to $583.3 million during the quarter, the lowest level reported in 
1981. Fifty-seven percent of the applications involved assets of less than 
$2 million, and 78 percent involved firms with fewer than 100 employees. The 
service sector attracted 56 percent of the applications, and the manufacturing 
sector 38 percent. Fifty-three percent of the proposals came from U.S. 
investors and 52 percent involved investments in Ontario. 


New Businesses 


The number of new business proposals increased to 107 in the fourth 
quarter from 101 in the third. The manufacturing sector attracted 32 percent 
of the applications, the primary sector 4 percent, and services 64 percent. 
Of the new business applications, 94 percent involved fewer than 100 
employees, and 93 percent involved assets of less than $2 million. As with 
acquisitions, most proposals (60 percent) came from U.S. investors and most 
(55 percent) involved investments in Ontario. 


Resolved Cases 


In the fourth quarter the number of cases resolved rose to 216 from 
160 in the previous quarter. Of the 216 cases resolved, 162 were allowed, 
24 were disallowed, and 30 were withdrawn by the applicant before a decision 
was reached. 


Acquisitions 


The number of resolved acquisition cases increased from 75 in the 
third quarter to 99 in the fourth quarter. During the quarter 81 cases were 
allowed, 7 were disallowed, and 11 were withdrawn, for one reason or another, 
by the applicant before a decision was reached. 


Among those allowed by the Government during the fourth quarter was 
the proposal by Alsthom-Atlantique of Paris, France, a French limited company 
which is controlled by the Compagnie générale d'Electricité, also of Paris, 
France, to acquire 35 percent of the common stock of Marine Industrie Limitée 
(MIL), of Sorel-Tracy, Quebec, a business which was previously wholly owned by 
the Société Générale de Financement, a Quebec Crown corporation. MIL is 
engaged mainly in the repair and construction of ships, the manufacture of 
railway freight cars and the production and installation of heavy-duty hydro 
power equipment. There will be a massive technological input from the 
minority shareholder, especially in the fields of electromechanics and power 
installations. The minority shareholder will also contribute proportionately 
to the financing of future projects of MIL. The technical and financial input 
from Alsthom should ensure the implementation of MIL's strategic plan which 
will require investments of more than $80 million. As a result, several 
hundred persons will continue to be employed or will be newly hired in 
Canada. Planned expenditures include about $6 million for the opening of a 
hydraulic laboratory and $0.5 million for the upgrading of facilities of the 
existing soldering laboratory. The research and development program for 
1982-86 will require annual operating expenditures of about $1.6 million. 
This transaction consummates an association of nearly 15 years during which 
Alsthom-Atlantique has provided MIL with technology related to the 
manufacturing of specific water turbines, alternators and synchronous 
compensators. 


New businesses 


The number of new business cases resolved increased from 85 in the 
third to 117 in the fourth quarter. Of these, 81 were allowed, 17 were 
disallowed, and 19 were withdrawn by the applicant before a decision was 
reached. 


One of the larger new business proposals allowed by the Government 
during the quarter was that of Fording Coal Limited of Calgary, Alberta, and 
Idemitsu Kosan Co. Ltd. of Tokyo, Japan, to establish a new joint venture in 
southern Alberta to be engaged in the exploration for, and the development 
and mining of, thermal coal. Fording is a Canadian company owned 60 percent 
by Canadian Pacific Enterprises Limited and 40 percent by Cominco Ltd., which 
is in turn largely owned by Canadian Pacific Enterprises. Idemitsu is one of 
Japan's principal refiners and distributors of oil. Fording will have an 
80 percent interest in the new business and Idemitsu will have 20 percent. 
Fording and Idemitsu have undertaken to construct a mine capable of producing 
900,000 short tons of clean coal per year, near Lethbridge in southern 
Alberta. In addition to bringing new investment to Canada, the project will 
contribute in a major way to employment, to Canada's merchandise exports, 
to increased resource processing and to the use of Canadian goods and 
services. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


Opinions 


During the fourth quarter of 1981, the Minister renewed three 
eligibility opinions to the effect that Inco Limited, Waltec Enterprises Ltd., 
and Placer Development Limited continue to be eligible persons within the 
meaning of the Act. 


Surveillance 


During the fourth quarter of 1981, surveillance activity led to the 
initiation of 64 investigations of transactions which, on the face of it, 
appeared as if they might be reviewable. As a result, three notices were 
filed under the Act. 


Enforcement 


In accordance with established procedures for the regular monitoring 
of the implementation of plans and undertakings provided by investors whose 
applications have been allowed, 344 such cases were monitored during the 
quarter. In addition, 22 disallowed cases were monitored. 


Legal proceedings 


British Columbia Forest Products Limited (BCFP) and Western Forest 
Products Limited (Western) on November 2, 1981, made applications to the 
Federal Court of Canada, Trial Division, for declarations as to their status 
under the Act, whether eligible or non-eligible. The companies also sought, 
and on November 10, 1981 obtained, interim orders enjoining the Minister and 
the Commissioner from taking any action or steps pursuant to the Act against 
these companies in respect of certain investments made by them until such time 
as their status is determined by the court. These applications followed 
demands made pursuant to subsection 8(3) of the Foreign Investment Review Act 
requiring BCFP and Western to file notices of certain investments for review 
under the Act. The Government is defending the applications and has appealed 
the order granting interim injunctive relief to the Federal Court of Canada, 
Appeal Division. No date has been set for a hearing of either the 
applications or the appeal. On November 2, 1981 BCFP and Western also made 
applications to the Federal Court of Canada, Appeal Division, seeking a review 
of the decision of the Minister and the Commissioner to issue demands pursuant 
to the Act. No date has been fixed for the hearing of these applications. 


As reported in the second quarter of 1981, criminal proceedings have 
been commenced by the Attorney General of Canada against Trio-Kenwood Canada 
Inc. for failure to file notice pursuant to a demand of the Minister. The 


trial of this proceeding, originally scheduled for November 3, 1981, has been 
rescheduled to take place in the Provincial Court (Criminal Division) in 
Ottawa in March 1982. 


Proceedings were commenced December 24, 198] against Trio-Kenwood 
Canada Inc. and Trio-Kenwood Corporation in the Federal Court of Canada, Trial 
Division, on behalf of the Minister for such order as may be required in the 
circumstances to the end that their investment in Canada shall be rendered 
nugatory. This application is scheduled to be heard March 31, 1982.

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POLICY AND OTHER DEVELOPMENTS 


On January 5, 1982 the U.S. Government requested consultations with 
Canada under Article XXII of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT) 
concerning practices in the administration of the Foreign Investment Review 
Act which the U.S. Government holds to be prejudicial to U.S. trade interests 
and in conflict with Canada's obligations under the GATT. Consultations were 
held in Geneva on February 17. Following consideration of the U.S. 
representations, the U.S. Government was informed that Canada considers the 
practices in question to be compatible with the provisions of the GATT. On 
March 31 the GATT Council considered and agreed to a request by the U.S.A. 
for the establishment of a panel under the terms of Article XXIII of the GATT 
to examine the matter further under terms of reference yet to be decided. The 
convening of a panel to consider disagreements between Contracting Parties to 
the GATT is an established feature of the dispute settlement procedures of the 
General Agreement. 


REVIEW ACTIVITIES 


Applications 


In the first quarter of 1982, the Agency received 166 applications, 
compared to 195 in the last quarter of 1981. The decrease occurred mainly in 
new business applications. 


Acquisitions 


The number of acquisition applications declined from 88 in the last 
quarter of 1981 to 82 in the first quarter of 1982. Of this number, 
63 percent were from U.S. investors and 29 percent were from Western European 
investors, while 62 percent involved investments in Ontario and 19 percent 
involved investments in the western provinces. Sixty-one percent of the 
applications were in the service sector, 37 percent in the manufacturing 
sector. The total value of assets of the businesses to be acquired amounted 
to $926.1 million, 60 percent of the applications involved assets of less than 
$2 million, and 77 percent involved businesses with fewer than 100 employees. 


New businesses 


The number of new business applications received declined from 107 
in the last quarter of 1981 to 84 in the first quarter of 1982. Of these, 
57 percent were from U.S. investors and 35 percent from Western European 
investors. Fifty-eight percent involved investments in Ontario and 21 percent 
involved investments in the western provinces. Three quarters of the 


applications were in the service sector and the rest were in manufacturing. 
By far the largest number involved assets of less than $2 million (94 percent) 
and fewer than 100 employees (95 percent). 


Resolved cases 


In the first quarter of 1982, 214 cases were resolved, compared to 
219 in the last quarter of 1981. Of the 214 resolved cases, 134 were allowed, 
26 were disallowed, and 54 were withdrawn by the applicant before a decision 
was reached. Twenty-five of the 54 proposals withdrawn involved investments 
to be made by intending immigrants to Canada only after they had become 
permanent residents of Canada. Therefore, the investments would not be 
subject to review under the Foreign Investment Review Act. Accordingly the 
investors were counselled to apply under the Entrepreneurs and Self-Employed 
Persons programs of the Canada Employment and Immigration Commission and the 
applications were withdrawn. 


Acquisitions 


The number of acquisition cases resolved declined from 99 in the 
last quarter of 1981 to 93 in the first quarter of 1982. During the quarter, 
72 applications were allowed, 13 were disallowed, and 8 were withdrawn before 
a decision was reached. 


Among several allowed proposals that formed the subject of a detailed 
news release was that of Unilever Limited of London, England and Unilever N.V. 
of the Netherlands to acquire control of four companies in Canada: Nacan 
Products Limited of Toronto, Ontario, which produces industrial adhesives and 
resins and specialty starch products; Lepage's Limited of Bramalea, Ontario, 
which manufactures adhesives and related products; Foodpro National Inc. of 
Lachine, Quebec, which manufactures various food additives and imports and 
sells various food-processing products (third proposal for these three firms); 
and Lawry's Foods Limited of Toronto, Ontario, which produces various food 
products (second proposal). 


Among its principal commitments, Unilever has undertaken to 
restructure its businesses in Canada within three years, by creating a new 
Unilever subsidiary company in Canada (Unilever Canada). Unilever Canada 
will acquire control of all present and future Unilever operating companies 
in Canada. The Board of Directors of Unilever Canada will be responsible 
directly to the Board of Directors of Unilever for all policy and investment 
decisons of the operating companies. 


Within five years of the incorporation of Unilever Canada, its Board 
of Directors will consider offering to the Canadian public the opportunity to 
purchase a significant portion of its shares with full voting rights. 


Unilever has also undertaken to create, through Nacan, a new Canadian research 
facility in Ontario which will be the centre of Nacan's R&D and will be the 
focal point for Unilever's research activity in certain areas of particular 
interest to Canada. The new facility will be completed by 1985. 


Unilever has also committed itself to a major investment program in 
Canada over the next five years, which includes modernization and expansion 
of the Lever Detergents Limited plant at Toronto, Ontario, and investment in 
manufacturing and related facilities at Nacan's plants at Toronto and 
Boucherville, Quebec, and at Lepage's and Foodpro. This program will involve 
an investment of between $30 and $60 million. 


Unilever will take a number of measures to increase exports, 
including a program to increase sales of specialty fats; the allocation to 
Hart Chemicals Limited, located at Guelph, Ontario, of a mandate which will 
make it the prime centre of Unilever's North American operations for the 
manufacture of certain specialty chemicals; and the test marketing of certain 
of Lawry's products in Japan and Hong Kong with a view to increasing its 
exports to those countries. 


Unilever will encourage Unilever Canada to search actively for 
appropriate opportunities for the independent development of each of its 
operating companies so that they can become, whenever appropriate, full 
product-cycle centres (design, development, manufacturing, marketing). 


New businesses 


The number of new business cases resolved rose by only 1, to 
121, from the previous quarter. Of these, 62 applications were allowed, 
13 were disallowed, and 46 were withdrawn before a decision was reached. 
As mentioned earlier, 25 applications were withdrawn because they fel] 
more appropriately under the responsibility of the Canada Employment and 
Immigration Commission than under that of the Agency. 


One of the allowed proposals that was the subject of a detailed 
news release in March 1982 was by BP Exploration Canada Limited of Calgary, 
Alberta, to establish, at Calgary, a business to explore for and develop 
potash deposits. BP Exploration is wholly owned by BP Canada Inc., 64 percent 
of the shares of which are held by The British Petroleum Company Limited of 
London, England and 36 percent of which are publicly traded in Canada. 


BP Exploration's first project, started in 1981, is the exploration 
of a salt-potash prospect at Millstream, N.B. Further exploration work, 
involving the drilling of 10 or more wells at a cost of $3.5 to $7 million, 
will be conducted largely in 1982. If the Millstream property contains a 
potash deposit likely to be capable of supporting a commercially viable mine, 
BP Exploration has undertaken to initiate an underground exploration program, 
which will be completed in 1985, at a cost of between $15 and $20 million. 


BP Exploration has also undertaken that if, upon completion of the underground 
exploration program, it is satisfied that the mining of the property is 
commercially viable, it will develop the property for production at an 
estimated cost of $140 million. | 


BP Exploration has further undertaken to process the ore from the 
Millstream property locally, to employ resident Canadians at all levels of 
responsibility, and to train Canadians as required. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


Opinions 


During the first quarter of 1982, the Minister renewed six opinions 
to the effect that Alcan Aluminum Limited, Canadian Enterprise Development 
Corporation Limited, Denison Mines Limited, Numac Oi] & Gas Ltd., and Passburg 
Petroleums Ltd. continue to be eligible persons within the meaning of the 
Act. One other opinion was given, to the effect that Genstar Corporation is 
a non-eligible person under the Act. 


Surveillance 


During this first quarter, investigations were initiated of 65 
transactions which at first sight appeared to be reviewable. As a result, 
17 notices were filed under the Act. 


Enforcement 


In accordance with established procedures for the regular monitoring 
of the implementation of plans and undertakings provided by investors, 
326 cases were monitored. In addition, 29 disallowed cases were monitored for 
compliance with the disallowance order of the Governor in Council. 


Legal proceedings 


During the last quarter of 1981, British Columbia Forest Products 
(BCFP) and Western Forest Products Limited (Western) made applications to the 
Trial Division of the Federal Court of Canada (under section 18 of the Federal 
Court Act), to obtain a decision as to their status under the Act, whether 
eligible or non-eligible. These companies also sought and obtained interim 
orders against the Minister and the Commissioner (the defendants), enjoining 
them from taking any action under the Act against these companies in respect 
of investments they had made, until their status was determined by the Court. 


The companies made their applications to the Court after having 
received demands under subsection 8(3) of the Foreign Investment Review Act 
requiring BCFP and Western to file notices of certain investments for review 
under the Act. No date has yet been fixed for the hearing of these 
applications. 


These applications are being defended and the Government of Canada 
has appealed the interim injunction to the Appeal Division of the Federal 
Court of Canada. The appeal is to be heard June 9, 1982, in Vancouver. 


In addition, BCFP and Western applied to the Appeal Division of the 
Federal Court to question, under section 28 of the Federal Court Act, the 
Minister's decision to issue demands under the Foreign Investment Review Act. 
The Appeal Division of the Federal Court of Canada, on March 23, 1982, heard 
a motion to dismiss these proceedings and rendered a unanimous judgment to the 
effect that the decision of the Minister to issue demands was not subject to 
review under the terms of section 28 of the Federal Court Act, and therefore 
the motion to dismiss the proceedings was successful. 


As mentioned in the report of the second quarter of 1981, legal 
proceedings were begun by the Attorney General of Canada under subsection 
24(2) of the Foreign Investment Review Act, against Trio-Kenwood Canada Inc. 
for failure to file notice pursuant to a demand of the Minister. This case 
was heard March 3, 1982 in the Provincial Court (Criminal Division) in 
Ottawa. The company was acquitted, and the Attorney General has launched 
an appeal. This appeal is an appeal on the record and will be heard by the 
County Court. No date has yet been set. 


In addition, as mentioned in the report of the preceding quarter, 
other proceedings have been started on behalf of the Minister against 
Trio-Kenwood Canada Inc. and Trio-Kenwood Corporation in the Trial Division 
of the Federal Court of Canada, to obtain an order to render their investment 
in Canada nugatory. This application, which was to have been heard 
March 31, 1982, was postponed to a date to be agreed upon by both parties 
after service of the notice of motion on Trio-Kenwood Corporation.

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POLICY AND OTHER DEVELOPMENTS 


In the June 28 Budget, the Government announced changes designed to 
make administrative procedures under the Foreign Investment Review Act more 
timely and efficient. The threshold for review of direct acquisitions of 
Canadian businesses and the establishment of new businesses under the shorter 
and simpler small-business procedure has been increased from gross assets of 
$2 million and 100 employees to $5 million and 200 employees. As a result of 
this change about 95 percent of new business proposals and 80 percent of 
direct acquisition proposals will be eligible for the small-business procedure. 


Indirect acquisitions, those involving the transfer of control of a 
Canadian business through a foreign merger or takeover of its foreign parent, 
will be eligible for review under the small-business procedure when they 
involve businesses with gross assets not exceeding $15 million and fewer than 
600 employees. About 80 percent of all indirect acquisitions will qualify for 
review under the shorter procedures. 


The new thresholds have already been put into practice insofar as the 
Government's internal procedures are concerned, but standard forms of notice 
will have to be used for investments of more than $2 million and 100 employees 
until the required amendments are made to the Regulations. The Government 
retains the right to apply the full review procedure in exceptional 
circumstances where the investment appears to raise important policy issues. 


The Act provides that investors may offer undertakings concerning 
what they consider to be significant elements of their investment proposals 
and that these must be taken into account in determining whether or not the 
proposals meet the test of significant benefit to Canada. In line with the 
Government's commitment to ensure that the procedures under the Act are timely 
and efficient, discussions with investors of their undertakings will in future 
be confined to those relating to key elements of an investment proposal. 


The Government announced that other administrative measures would be 
introduced later to clarify the interpretation of the Act and simplify the 
internal decision-making process. 


REVIEW ACTIVITIES 


Applications 


During the second quarter of 1982, the Agency received 198 
applications compared to 166 in the preceding quarter. Both acquisition and 
new-business applications contributed to the increase. 


Acquisitions 


The number of acquisition applications rose from 82 in the FTESL 
quarter to 97 in the second. Of this number, 70 percent were from the United 
States and 22 percent from Western Europe. Well over half the applications 
involved Ontario (60 percent) and the others involved principally Alberta and 
Quebec (13 percent each). The industrial sectors most frequently involved in 
acquisition applications were services (47 percent) and manufacturing 
(42 percent). The total value of assets involved in the applications was 
$727.5 million. 


New businesses 


The number of new-business applications rose to 101 in the second 
quarter from 84 in the first quarter. Of the 101 applications, 58 percent 
were from the United States and 31 percent from Western Europe. Ontario drew 
60 percent of the applications, the Western provinces 17 percent, Quebec 
13 percent and Nova Scotia 9 percent. Sixty-eight percent of the applications 
were in services and 29 percent in manufacturing. The total value of planned 
investment involved in the applications reached $2.2 billion. 


Resolved cases 


In the second quarter of 1982, 215 cases were resolved, one more than 
the number resolved during the first quarter. However, when compared with the 
128 cases resolved in the corresponding quarter of 1981, the increase is 
remarkable. Of the 215 cases resolved in the second quarter of 1982, 178 were 
allowed, 16 disallowed and 21 withdrawn by the applicants prior to a decision 
by the Governor in Council. 


Acquisitions 


The number of resolved acquisition cases rose from 93 in the first 
quarter to 101. In the corresponding quarter of 1981, only 49 acquisition 
cases were resolved. During the second quarter of 1982, 89 applications were 
allowed, 2 disallowed and 10 withdrawn by the applicants prior to a decision. 


An April press release described in detail an allowed proposal by 
Houdaille Industries, Inc. of Fort Lauderdale, Florida, to acquire control of 
Crane Packing Limited of Stoney Creek, Ontario. The acquiree, a wholly owned 
subisidiary of Crane Packing Company of Morton Grove, Illinois, is a business 
which manufacturers and sells sealing devices and packing materials for 
various types of rotary shaft equipment. 


This acquisition is expected to be of significant benefit to Canada 
in terms of capital investment, increased employment, exports and Canadian 
participation. Among other things, Houdaille has undertaken to invest at 


least $2.5 million in Crane Packing's plant and equipment by the end of 1984. 
Employment will be increased by 66 if projected sales objectives are met. 
Houdaille will, within five years, actively seek to increase Crane Packing's 
exports to at least 5 percent of sales. In addition, Houdaille undertook to 
give Crane Packing a world product mandate for a full sealing compound line 
and to ensure that at least 1.5 percent of Crane Packing's sales would be 
committed to R&D in Canada. 


New businesses 


The number of resolved new business cases reached 114 in the second 
quarter, compared with 121 in the first quarter, and just 79 in the second 
quarter of 1981. Of the 114 cases resolved, 89 were allowed, 14 disallowed 
and 11 withdrawn by the applicants prior to a decision. 


A June press release described in detail an allowed proposal by 
Soprema S.A. of Strasbourg, France, to establish a new business in Quebec 
which will manufacture and distribute specialized heavy-duty roofing 
products. In addition to introducing new technology to Canada, Soprema's 
investment is expected to bring a number of other significant benefits. 
Soprema undertook to invest $1 million in the acquisition of land and 
buildings and an additional $1 million in the purchase of machinery and 
equipment in Canada. Soprema will create 25 new jobs during its first two 
years of activity if a specified sales volume is reached, will train employees 
in France, and will bring its French technical experts to Canada to train 
Canadian personnel in the manufacture and installation of Soprema's roofing 
products. Soprema also undertook to provide the new business unrestricted and 
exclusive access to the applicant's technology and know-how, and to establish 
a product development laboratory in Canada. The company also gave an 
undertaking that the day-to-day management of the new business will be in the 
hands of Canadians. 


Another proposal which was allowed and described in a June press 
release was submitted by Sanyo Machine Works Ltd. (Sanyo) of Aichi, Japan. 
The new business, to be established in Elmira, Ontario, will initially install 
and service and later design and manufacture automatic line transfer equipment 
and other related equipment for the appliance and automotive industries. 


Sanyo offered a number of undertakings in support of its proposal. 
For example, it undertook to invest about $1.5 million in the new business to 
purchase a plant, machinery and equipment and for working capital. The new 
business will employ nine persons during the first year of operation, eight of 
whom will be professional engineers, and 26 people by the end of its third 
year, 20 of whom will be professional engineers. All the employees of the new 
business will be resident Canadians except for two who, at different times, 
may be employed as managers or technicians. Within two years the new business 
will be involved in the design and manufacture of production machinery and 
equipment. Furthermore, the new business will be involved in on-going 
research and development in the design of production machinery and equipment 
to meet the needs and demands of its customers in Canada and abroad. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


Opinions 


During the second quarter of 1982, the Minister gave five eligibility 
opinions, one to the effect that Sultran Ltd. is considered to be a 
non-eligible person within the meaning of the Act, and four to the effect that 
the applicants are considered to be eligible persons. For Norcen Energy 
Resources Limited and Westburne International Ltd., it was the first time they 
had received an eligibility opinion. Dome Mines Ltd. and Dome Petroleum Ltd. 
received renewals of opinions. The Minister also gave one relatedness opinion. 


Surveillance 


During the second quarter, surveillance activity led to the 
initiation of 58 detailed investigations to determine whether the transactions 
in question were or were not reviewable. As a result, seven notices were 
filed under the Act. 


Enforcement 


In accordance with established procedures for monitoring the 
implementation of plans and undertakings provided by investors whose 
applications have been allowed, 322 allowed cases were monitored during the 
second quarter. In addition, 10 disallowed cases were monitored to ensure 
that the decision of the Governor in Council to disallow the investment was 
respected. 


Legal proceedings 


On June 7, 1982, an Originating Notice was filed in the Federal Court 
of Canada, Trial Division, by the Attorney General of Canada on behalf of the 
Minister of Industry, Trade and Commerce, seeking an order pursuant to 
section 20 of the FIR Act, rendering nugatory the investment in Canada of 
KSC Limited (formerly Kero-Sun Canada Inc.). The company's investment 
proposal had been disallowed by the Governor in Council. KSC Limited is 
defending the application. 


As previously reported, British Columbia Forest Products Limited and 
Western Forest Products Limited sought and obtained interim injunctions 
against the Minister of Industry, Trade and Commerce and Mr. Howarth, 
Commissioner of the Foreign Investment Review Agency (the "defendants" ) 
preventing them from taking any action or steps pursuant to the Act against 
these companies concerning certain investments made by them until such time as 
their status is determined by the court in related applications for 
declarations as to their eligibility status. The defendants appealed to the 
Federal Court of Canada, Appeal Division, the Order granting interim 


injuctions. The appeal was heard in Vancouver on June 9, 1982, and was 
dismissed. No further appeal is contemplated and no date has been scheduled 
for the hearings of the declaration actions. 


Action was taken by Gotaverken Energy Systems Ltd. on May 13, 1982 in 
the Federal Court of Canada, Trial Division, seeking a declaration that its 
investment in Canada was not a new business within the meaning of the Foreign 
Investment Review Act and, therefore, not subject to review. Coincident with 
that action, the company applied to the court for an interim injunction 
restraining the defendants, the Minister of Industry, Trade and Commerce and 
the Foreign Investment Review Agency, from exercising any powers or initiating 
any action in respect of the disallowed investment. The company's investment 
in Canada had been reviewed pursuant to the Act (although the notice provided 
pursuant to subsection 8(2) was specifically stated to be under reserve and 
without prejudice) and determined by the Governor in Council not to be of 
significant benefit to Canada. The application for a declaration is being 
defended. As well, on May 18, 1982, after hearing argument, the court 
adjourned the hearing of the application for the interim injunction pending a 
decision by the Federal Court of Canada, Appeal Division, on the appeal of the 
order granting injunctions to British Columbia Forest Products Limited and 
Western Forest Products Limited referred to in the preceding paragraph. 


By action commenced in the Federal Court on May 25, 1982, 
Philip Morris Inc. sought declaratory relief on the application of the Act to 
a transaction involving the acquisition in the United Kingdom by Philip Morris 
Inc. of 50 percent of the voting shares of Rothmans Tobacco Holdings Limited, 
which may be considered a parent of the Rothmans group of companies in 
Canada. Philip Morris acquired the shares from Rembrandt Group Limited, which 
retains the balance of shares in Rothmans Tobacco Holdings Limited. A demand 
to file notice under the Act had been served on Philip Morris Inc. This 
action is being defended. 


There were more developments in the Ambassador Bridge case. In 
May 1981, the Central Cartage Company obtained from the Federal Court of 
Canada, Appeal Division, a decision to the effect that the sale of its shares 
in the Canadian Transit Company to Canbridge Holdings Limited would not be in 
breach of an injunction enjoining Central Cartage Company and Fallbridge 
Holdings Limited from taking certain actions in relation to their ownership of 
the Ambassador Bridge. This sale, however, had to be completed within a 
specified time. On two occasions since (December 8, 1981 and June 24, 1982), 
Central Cartage Company has sought and received extensions to this "sunset" 
provision in the Order with the result that Central Cartage Company has now 
been granted until March 1983 to obtain the required tax rulings and complete 
the transactions.

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POLICY AND OTHER DEVELOPMENTS 


The measures announced in June to streamline the administration of 
the Foreign Investment Review Act have already had a measurable effect. In 
the three months July to September, 310 cases were resolved, compared with 
just 133 cases resolved over the same period a year ago. In addition, the 
backlog of pending cases was halved, from 403 carried over at the end of 
September 1981 to 204 at the end of September 1982. These results suggest 
that the average time required per case has also been reduced. 


Effective September 30, 1982, the Honourable Edward C. Lumley was 
appointed Minister of Industry, Trade and Commerce and of Regional Economic 
Expansion, and therefore Minister responsible for the administration of the 
Foreign Investment Review Act. Mr. Lumley replaces the Honourable Herb Gray, 
who was named President of the Treasury Board. Mr. Lumley, who had been 
Minister of State (International Trade), has extensive experience in industry 
and in international consultations. 


Also announced during the quarter was the appointment of a new 
Commissioner of the Agency. Robert L. Richardson replaced J.E. Gorse Howarth 
effective October 15, 1982. Mr. Howarth, who had been Commissioner for six of 
his eight years with the Agency, was named President of the Canadian 
Commercial Corporation. Mr. Richardson, a career public servant, was 
previously Deputy Secretary of the Programs Branch, Treasury Board 
Secretariat, where he most recently was on a special assignment related to 
administered prices under the Government's economic renewal program. 

Mr. Richardson spent 11 years in Canada's foreign service with the Department 
of Industry, Trade and Commerce and has served with the Public Service 
Commission and the Department of Finance. 


REVIEW ACTIVITIES 


Applications 


The Agency received 235 applications during the third quarter of 
1982, compared to 198 in the second quarter. The number of acquisition 
applications increased from 97 in the second quarter to 107 in the third, 
while new business applications increased from 101 to 128. 


Acquisitions 


Of the 107 acquisition applications received, 59 percent were from 
the United States and 32 percent were from Western Europe. More than half of 
the applications involved businesses in Ontario (56 percent), and the others 
involved principally Quebec (21 percent) and British Columbia (11 percent). 


Services was the industrial sector most frequently involved in acquisition 
applications (55 percent), followed by manufacturing (42 percent). The total 
value of assets involved in the applications received in the third quarter was 
almost $1.5 billion. Sixty-nine percent of the applications involved 
businesses with gross assets of less than $5 million, and 86 percent involved 
businesses with fewer than 200 employees. 


New businesses 


Of the 128 new-business applications received in the third quarter, 
55 percent were from the United States and 36 percent from Western Europe. 
Ontario drew 51 percent of the applications, Quebec 21 percent, and the 
western provinces 22 percent. Almost three quarters of the applications were 
in the services sector (74 percent), and 24 percent were in manufacturing. 
The total value of planned investment involved in the applications was more 
than $675 million. Ninety-five percent of the applications involved new 
businesses with projected gross assets of less than $5 million and 98 percent 
involved fewer than 200 employees. 


Resolved cases 


In the third quarter of 1982 the number of cases decided increased 
significantly to 310 from 194 in the previous quarter. The increase is even 
more remarkable when compared to the 133 cases decided in the third quarter of 
1981 and 105 in the third quarter of 1980. This increase is largely 
attributable to the administrative changes in the review process that were 
announced in the June 28 budget and reported in the last issue of the 
Quarterly Report. Of the 310 cases decided during the quarter, 94 percent 
were allowed and 6 percent were disallowed. 


Acquisitions 


The number of acquisition cases decided rose to 163 in the third 
quarter from 91 in the second. This was over 2-1/2 times more than the 64 
cases decided in the corresponding quarter of 1981. During the third quarter, 
7 cases were withdrawn by the applicants before a decision was reached by 
Governor in Council. Of the cases decided, 97 percent were allowed and 
3 percent were disallowed. | 


A July news release described in some detail an allowed proposal by 
The British Petroleum Company Limited of London, England, to acquire control 
of Selco Inc. of Toronto, Ontario, a subsidiary of Selection Trust Limited of 
the United Kingdom engaged in the exploration for and the production of 
minerals and the provision of exploration services and equipment to the mining 
industry. The acquisition is expected to be of significant benefit to Canada 
in terms of increased employment, new investment, exports, Canadian 
participation and technological development. 


In support of its proposal The British Petroleum Company Limited 
undertook, among other things, to cause Selco to increase its exploration 
program from an annual average of $3,235,000 to about $7,000,000 per year in 
1981 and 1982, and to maintain that level of expenditure through at least 
1986, subject to normal competitive and commercial considerations. It also 
undertook to seek to have Selco's technical services and systems used in 
mining exploration ventures in which the BP group is engaged and to place no 
restraints on Selco with respect to exports. The British Petroleum Company 
Limited also undertook to achieve substantially increased Canadian ownership 
in the businesses and activities of Selco through a combination of increased 
equity and direct participation in projects. 


Another allowed proposal, described in a September news release, was 
by The Prudential Insurance Company of America of Newark, New Jersey, U.S.A., 
to acquire control of Bache Halsey Stuart Canada Limited (Bache Canada) and 
Halsey Stuart Corporate Services Limited (Halsey), both of Toronto and both 
wholly owned subsidiaries of Bache Group Inc. of New York, New York, U.S.A. 
Bache Canada is engaged in financial activities including securities 
brokerage, trading, underwriting and distribution; customer financing; 
commodities futures and so on. Halsey is a business which owns the premises 
and equipment used by Bache Canada. The proposal is expected to bring a 
number of benefits to Canada. Bache Canada is to establish three new branch 
offices in Canada and create 30 jobs. In addition, Bache Canada will continue 
to provide to Canadian investors comprehensive services related to foreign 
securities, which are not substantially available from other sources, as found 
by the Ontario Securities Commission in its 1981 hearing into the continued 
registration of Bache Canada under the Ontario Securities Act. The change of 
control will also give Bache Canada greater autonomy in its management, 
provide greater Canadian participation in its direction, and permit new 
Canadian participation in the ownership. 


New businesses 


In the third quarter of 1982, the number of new business cases 
decided rose to 147 from 103 in the second quarter and more than double the 69 
cases decided in the third quarter of 1981. Twenty-five new business cases 
were withdrawn by the applicants before a decision was reached by Governor in 
Council. Of the decided new business cases, 90 percent were allowed and 
10 percent disallowed. 


An August news release described in some detail an allowed proposal 
by Stewart Marine Limited (Stewart) of Dartmouth, Nova Scotia, which is owned 
41 percent by three Canadian citizens, 19 percent by Continental Offshore 
Ltd., of Halifax, Nova Scotia, 22 percent by Ventures Group Limited of 
Halifax, Nova Scotia, and 18 percent by Belmar Engineering Services (Canada) 
Ltd., which is a wholly owned subsidiary of Belmar Engineering Services Ltd. 
of Aberdeen, United Kingdom, to establish a fully integrated, Aad 
computer-controlled, heavy fabrications machining and assembly facility at 
Dartmouth, Nova Scotia. 


The plan is to create a world-class production centre to produce 
heavy fabrications and equipment modules, pressure vessels and process 
piping. Computer-aided design and manufacturing (CAD/CAM) is expected to be 
used, with an extension of this capability to computer-integrated 
manufacturing (CIM). The proposal will result in new investment, increased 
employment and new exports. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


Opinions 


During the third quarter the Minister renewed two opinions to the 
effect that Asamera Inc. and Ranger Oil (Canada) Limited are considered to be 
eligible persons within the meaning of the Act. The Minister also gave one 
relatedness opinion. 


Surveillance 


During the third quarter, surveillance activity led to the initiation 
of 39 detailed investigations to determine whether the transactions in 
question were or were not reviewable. As a result 14 notices were filed under 
the Act, 5 of which might not have been filed without surveillance action. 


Enforcement 


In accordance with established procedures for monitoring the 
implementation of plans and undertakings provided by investors whose 
applications have been allowed, 283 cases were monitored during the third 
quarter. In addition, 15 disallowed cases were monitored to ensure that the 
decision of the Governor in Council to disallow the investment was respected. 


Legal proceedings 


On June 7, 1981, an Originating Notice was filed in the Federal Court 
of Canada, Trial Division, by the Attorney General of Canada on behalf of the 
Minister of Industry, Trade and Commerce, seeking an order pursuant to 
section 20 of the FIR Act, rendering nugatory the investment in Canada of KSC 
Limited (formerly Kero-Sun Canada Inc.). The company's investment proposal 
had been disallowed by the Governor in Council. The motion was heard on 
August 26 and 27 in Toronto, but judgment was reserved and has not yet been 
pronounced. 


In the proceedings (reported in the first quarter of 1982) against 
Trio-Kenwood Canada Inc. and Trio-Kenwood Corporation in the Federal Court of 
Canada, Trial Division, for such order as may be required that their 
investment in Canada shall be rendered nugatory, service of the Notice of 
Motion has now been effected on Trio-Kenwood Corporation and the parties are 
discussing dates for discoveries and a hearing.
